Administrator McDonald Urges Continuous 
Operation of Construction Industry 


With the federal housing admin-| 
istration’s insured mortgage sys- 
tem sparking the drive of home 
construction, the nation’s home- 
building industry is geared for a 
winter season which promises un- 
usual activity. 


In spite of the approach of win-| 
ter weather, federal housing ad- 
ministration reports show that ap- 
plications for both modernization 
loans and new-home mortgages are 
being received in unusually large 
numbers. 


The home-construction industry 
should be one of continuous opera- 
tion, where weather conditions per- 
mit, as long as decent housing fa- 
cilities {n the United States remain 
inadequate, declared Administrator 
Stewart McDonald. 

Housing Needs Great 
' “An enormous task Hes ahead 


in promoting sufficient con- 
struction to meet the country’s 
needs,” he continued. “Unless 
climatic conditions prevail 
which make building itmprac- 
tical, the construction indus- 
try should know no seasonal 
shutdown.” 

The part played by the FHA in 
promoting home building on a four- 
seasonal basis was described by 
Mr. McDonald, who declared that 
“the public is beginning to under- 
stand that the federal housing ad- 
ministration for the first time in 
our history provides an unbiased 
agency to which the inexperienced 
layman may go for guidance and 
protection when he buys a home. 

The FHA has an office in Oak- 
land, located in the Ray building, 
19th and Broadway. Labor is rep- 
resented on the local committee.

Under the new law, the minimum 
total benefit payable is $160 at $10 
per week, and the maximum total, 
$468 at $18 per week. This provi- 
sion affects all claims filed for un- 
employment insurance on and after 
December 1, 1939. 

All previous claims, filed before 
December 1, will be paid out at the 
old rate, which was $7 a week on 
a total $50 minimum and $15 a 
week on a total $300 maximum. 


Base period earnings have been 
changed. Under the old law, work- 
ers claiming benefits were re- 
quired to have earned a minimum 
of $156 to be entitled to minimum 
benefits. Under the new law, how- 
ever, this requirement is raised to 
a minimum of $300—that is, a 
claimant must have earned $300 in 
his base period to be entitled to 
any benefits 

For the information of workers 
unacquainted “base peri- 
od,” this is the four out of 
the last five calendar quarters im- 
mediately preceding the filing of 
a claim” or the year period in 
which earnings are used to com-

And Washington 


With nearly one hundred and 
fifty agreements, sixty of them be- 
ing union shop contracts, signed 
during the past twelve months in 
the Seattle area, the officials and 
members of the lumber and saw 
mill workers’ union of the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners of America, A. F. of L. af- 
filiate, are deservedly proud of 
their achievements, which are spe- 
cially significant because of the 
fact that during the same period 
the CIO organization signed up 
only two major operations.

Facing the Facts

There is one war in which America can no longer remain neutral. 


Those who blindly condemn both the American Federation of Labor 
and the CIO for the initiation and continuation of the split in the labor 
movement are using the pretext of impartiality either to cloak their 
ignorance of the issues involved or to mask their enmity toward all 


Four years have gone by and the labor war is still on. By this time 
the facts have become so clear and the 
even those people who have no particular occasion to follow labor news 
closely should be able to judge between the disputants. 

But if this mental exertion is too much, we suggest to them—and to

now why the members and officers of the American Federation of Labor 
are so eager for the judgment of their fellow citizens. First, because we 
are convinced we are right and the facts will support our position. Sec- 
ondly, because as long as public opinion is neutral only the side at fault 
can profit. Thirdly, because as long as the side at fault believes it is 
getting away with it it will continue in its foolhardy course and the 
cause of labor peace will be correspondingly damaged. 


Now for the highly interesting story of the international ladies’ gar- 
ment workers’ union and its peregrinations in the wilderness. 

In 1935 this strong industrial union, one of the most liberal and en- 
lightened in the family of labor, was seduced by John L. Lewis. It lis- 
tened to the glowing promises of the betrayer. It sincerely believed in 
the high ideals enunciated by one who never intended to put them into 
practice. And so it joined the CIO. It gave the rebel organization the 
support of its 250,000 members and its treasury. It gave to the CIO, 
councils the brains, the energy and the integrity of its president, David

ing war on the American Federation of Labor. It was he who forced 
the hand of the CIO leaders and impelled them to open the first peace

In that capacity Mr. Dubinsky took an active part in the negotiations

sides. He was elated by the successful outcome of the negotiations. But 
his joy and elation gave way to bitter dejection when John L. Lewis only

He went directly to President William Green in August of 
1938 and asked him whether the A. F. of L. was ready to resume peace 
negotiations. Mr. Green agreed without hesitation. Then Mr. Dubinsky 
went to see Lewis. And he got this answer from Lewis: “I won't sit down 
to confer with the A. F. of L. unless they agree in advance to my terms.”

Twelve A. F. of L. Affiliates 
Are Parties to Contract 
Negotiated with 

California Concern 


The combined influence of John 
P. Frey, president of the A. F. of L. 
metal trades department, John F. 
Coyne, president of the A. F. of 
L, building and construction trades 
department, and local union offi- 
cers succeeded in negotiating an 
agreement with the Permanente 
Cement company of Los Altos. The 
negotiations which resulted in the 


contract required several days’ 
time. Representatives of more 
than twelve international unions 


were reported as having assisted 
in the proceedings and the agree- 
ment was signed by representa- 
tives of all the unions but two. 

The plant of the Permanente Ce- 
ment company, recently construct- 
ed near Los Altos, is scheduled to 
begin operations early in January. 
Although cement is the main prod- 
uct of the factory, by-products will 
play an important part. 

The union officials reported that 
four hundred men will be employed 
at the cement plant during opera- 
tions. In addition to laborers and 
cement workers, the employes will 
include maintenance men. Electri- 
cal workers, it is said, will consti- 
tute the largest single craft. 


JOHNS-MANVILLE SIGNS 
A. F. OF L. AGREEMENT 


Contract Includes Wage 
Increases and Paid Vacations 
For 1,800 Employes 


A. F. of L. Federal Labor Union 
No. 19508 announced the signing of 
a new agreement with the Johns- 
Manville company, Chicago, IIl., 
asbestos supply manufacturers. 

Under the agreement, the basic 
wage rate is increased from 50 to 
55 cents an hour, the hourly wage 
rate is increased by 3 cents, and 
provision is made for one week’s 
vacation with pay. 

Provision is also made for an 8- 
hour day and 40-hour week with 
time and one-half for overtime and 
recognition of the union as sole 
collective bargaining agency for 
approximately 1.800 employes.

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U. S. EMPLOYES’ COMPENSATION COMMISSION 
CONTINUANCE AS INDEPENDENT BODY URGED 


Cincinnati Convention Commends the “Humane and 
Sympathetic Manner” in Which the Federal Workmen’s 
Compensation Law Is Administered 


The recent annual convention of 
the American Federation of Labor 
at Cincinnati, Ohio, reiterated the 
demand of previous conventions 
that the United States employes’ 
compensation commission be pre- 
served as an independent establish- 
ment of the government. 

The resolution, sponsored by ten 
national and international A. F. of 
L. unions, some or all of whose 
members are government employes, 
pointed out that the establishment 
of the commission was originally 
promoted by the American Feder- 
ation of Labor and that the com- 
mission’s administration of com- 
pensation laws coming under its 
jurisdiction has been highly com- 
mendable. 

Text of the Resolution Adopted 
By the Convention 


The text of the resolution fol- 


lows: 
“Whereas, The United States em- 
ployes’ compensation commission 


was originally established largely 
at the urging of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor to administer the 
workmen’s compensation law cov- 
ering government employes and 
since it has subsequently been 
charged with the duty of adminis- 
tering federal workmen’s compen- 
sation laws applicable to long- 
shoremen and other harbor work-| 
ers in private industry, workmen |

“Resolved, That the American 
Federation of Labor reaffirms its 
stand for the preservation of the 
present form of administration of 
the federal workmen's compensa- 
tion laws by maintaining the 
United States Employes’ compen- 
sation commission as an_ inde- 
pendent establishment; and be it 
further 

“Resolved, That a copy of this 
resolution be transmitted to the 
president of the United States and 
to all members of congress.”

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Dewey Fails to Substantiate 
Union Racketeering Charge 


Seized Books of New York Electrical 
Workers’ Local Are Returned After Search 


Eighteen months ago all books and records of Local No. 3, 
international brotherhood of electrical workers, were seized by 
District Attorney Thomas E. Dewey. 


Dewey’s action was greeted with a fanfare of publicity 
which sought to create the impression that the union was under 
investigation for alleged racketeering. 

This week Dewey, without comment, restored the property 
to the union. As might have been expected from newspapers 
which take a keen delight in impunging the methods and pur- 
poses of the labor movement, the incident was permitted to pass 
almost without notice. 


But Harry Van Arsdale, manager of the union, emphasized 
that return of the books and documents was evidence that there 
was nothing wrong in the first place—that Dewey had acted on 


bad advice. 


“Knowing Mr. Dewey’s reputation,” Van Arsdale said, “one 
may be sure that if the records had revealed the slightest evi- 
dence of irregularities, action certainly would have been taken.’ 


Van Arsdale added that ‘‘it is about time that ambitious pub- 
lic officials stopped using so-called investigations of labor for 
witch-hunting purposes.” He insisted that “many otherwise 
splendid public officials have permitted themselves to be used as 
screens for labor-baiting bosses.” 

He emphasized the Dewey incident as a warning to Assis- 
tant Attorney General Thurman Arnold against allowing his 
anti-trust campaign to become the “rallying point for all labor- 
hating forces in the construction industry.” 


“Our local, one of the largest in the American Federation of 


Labor,” Van Arsdale asserted, “stands ready at all times to co- 


operate with Mr. Arnold’s office. But we insist that orqanized 


labor will not permit an anti-trust drive to degenerate into an 
attack on the American standard of living.”

“Some of us do not believe sec- 
tion 7 as originally written by the 
committee on the judiciary ex- 
pressed exactly what should be in 
this bill. Therefore, we took excep- 
tion to the language of the first 
part of the paragraph in section 7 
and insisted there should be addi- 
tional language. 


Among others who agreed that 
the language was not plain enough 
were the gentleman from North 
Carolina, Mr. Kitchin, the gentle- 
man from Illinois, Mr. Hinebaugh, 
the gentleman from Illinois, Mr. 
Graham, the gentleman from Iowa, 
Mr. Towner, the gentleman from 
Maryland, Mr. Lewis and myself. 


“We met to confer and conclud- 
ed that we ought to make the lan- 
guage more explicit. In that con- 
ference held in the committee 
room of the committee on rules, on 
the evening of May 21, 1914, we 
agreed that this language should 
be added at the end of the first 
paragraph of section 7, to-wit, after 
the word ‘thereof’: ‘nor shall such 
organizations, orders, or associa- 
tions or the members thereof be 
held or construed to be illegal com- 
binations or conspiracies in re- 
straint of trade under the anti- 
trust laws.’ 


“This language I have read is 
exactly the verbiage used by the 
gentleman from North Carolina 
(Mr. Webb) in the amendment of- 
fered by him in the amendment 
agreed upon by Mr. Kitchin and 
our conferees in my office. 

“The committee on the judiciary 
courteously accepted the language 
as proposed by the gentleman in 
the conference, believing I assume 
that we were correct and that the 
original language used by them 
was not explicit. 

“So we came to a satisfactory 
agreement with the house judiciary 
committee about this addition to 
the first part of section 7, and, so 
far as IT am concerned we are 
standing squarely with the com- 
mittee for that paragraph with our 
added language. 
| “We called into the conference 
| with us the heads of the American 
Federation of Labor and submitted 
this amendment to them, and said 
to them that we believed its adop- 
tion as an addition to section 7 
would clearly exempt labor organi- 
zations and famers’ organizations 
from the provisions of the anti- 
trust laws. 

“They agreed with us: they 
called their counsel into the con- 
ference with us and we all con- 
curred that the amendment added 
to the paragraph of section 7 would 
give these organizations what they 


have been struggling for since the 
original enactment of the Sherman 
anti-trust laws. 

“In my judgment, when congress 
was dealing with ‘combinations in 


bor organizations or farmers’ or- 
ganizations without capital and not 
for profit. The courts took a dif- 
ferent view of it and construed the 
act as it was never intended that 
it should be interpreted. The time 
has come when we can correct that 
error and write the language in 
the law as those gentlemen insist 
that it should be and should have 
been * * * , 

“Now, gentlemen, organized la- 
bor has never asked that they be 
permitted under the law to commit 
erimes or to do unlawful 
They have never come to this gov- 
ernment and pleaded for special

= 3 Mr. Kucera’s 
contention was made in answer to 
a suit by the members of the fire 
department for back pay amount- 
ing to $150,000.00, in which he went 
before the court with the plea that 
the city of Dallas never had passed 
an ordinance creating a fire de- 
partment and therefore there was 
no fire department, nor firemen in 
the employ of the city. 

Judge Thornton did not rule on 
the exception to the firemen’s suit 
immediately; but after court recess 
of five minutes he said: “I believe 
the city of Dalias has a fire de- 
partment and that it has firemen 
in its employ.” 

The city’s surprise contention 


ly, however, they result from com- 
petition between members of two 
or more unions for the right to do 
certain work. In many cases jur- 
isdictional disputes constitute a 
method of organization. Certainly 
no one will question the fact that 
organization is a primary and 
wholly legitimate object of a union.
